ftptlway Company Alto Believe» New 
System Will increase the Reve­ 
nues— Experiment Started 
’at Enid, Oklahoma. 


Springfield, Mo., Jan. 3.—A novel 
experim ent was inaugurated by the 
Frisco railroad on its W estern divi­ 
sion January 1 by which the com­ 
pany belfeves it will be able to give 
more prom pt and direct service to ita 
patrons. 
ft is proposed that, as nearly as 
possible; all the business of the rail­ 
road company shall be transacted by 
the station agent, who will be vested 
with the sam e authority in handling 
the affairs of the company as is dele­ 
gated by other business institutions 
U> their agents 
Under the jJan that went Into ef­ 
fect Monday the special representa­ 
tives of the departm ents, who have 
heretofore transacted the affairs of 
the Frisco, wJU be done away with 
and the agent clothed with thq au­ 
thority of these representatives This 
U'iil make the agents responsible to 
a Jarger degree than formerly for the 
conduct of the company’s business at 
their respective stations, to ih'^ end 
that the public may be educated to 
look upon the agent as the person 
who can adjust m atters for which he 
has heretofore not been responsible. 
The Frisco decided to first inaugu­ 
rate the plan cn the W estern division, 
which centers at Enid, Ok. 
ft will be 
tried oht there to 
determ ine 
the 
changes, if any, in the program un­ 
der which It will be started and its 
extension to other divisions will de­ 
pend upon the results obtained on the 
W estern division. 
The superintendent of the division 
will prescribe a clearly defined terri­ 
tory to eacfl agent and the agent will 
lie expected to watch the affairs of 
the company in th at territory, remedy­ 
ing anything th at can be corrected, 
getting additional authority or help 
from the heads of departm ents where 
assistance is needed to change condi­ 
tions which m ight be distasteful to 
patrons or detrim ental to th *3 com­ 
pany's interests.

1 hat we are living in a concrete age is a fact net denied by 
our most scientific architects and engineers. 


That this is true and coming as it does at a time in our history 
when our timbered forests have become almost exhausted, is hailed 
with joy by every progressive community. 


Cement concrete is finding its way in every form and shape, in 
fact, almost anything can now be built of concrete, it desired.

that we con not dispense with it. 
To the progressive farmer it is recognized as the only perman­

Freidman & Co. 
are wholesale liquor dealers of Fort 
Smith, and recently secured a man­ 
damus against the express company 
to compel it to carry liquor into the 
Indian Territory. 
The United States 
court of appeals rendered a decision 
in favor of the express company, and 
also further lorbade any railroad or 
express company to 
receive 
liquor 
consignments to this territory. 
The section of Oklahoma referred 
to as the Indian Territory comprises 
forty counties, Including the Osage 
nation. 
On tne Frisco main line all 
towns from Baxter Springs to Deni­ 
son, Texas, are cut out, and on the 
Santa Fe all the towns from Arkan­ 
sas City to Ardmore, Ok., are to be 
on the railway ‘ dry list.” The towns 
from W estville 
to 
Okmulgee 
and 
Grove are also included in this terri­ 
tory. 
The principal towns affected 
are Tulsa and Bartlesville. 
The rendering of this decision is a 
hard blow to the wholesale and mail 
order liquor dealers of Joplin. 
Also 
it will be the means of reducing the 
freight earnings of the railways of 
this place, as the territory affected is 
tributary to Joplin. 
On a recent day 
the Frisco railroad consigned a car 
of large capacity filled with liquor for 
local shipm ent in this territory. This 
will be the last consignment shipped 
by this or any road or express com­ 
pany to the affected district. 
Last 
summer as many as four cars in one 
day w'ere shipped to this portion ot 
Oklahoma by the Frisco. 
\l! the 
railroads running out of Joplin, with 
the exception of the M. & N. A., tra­ 
verse this territory. 
The Freidman Liquor company, in­ 
stigators of the procedure to force the 
United States Express company to ac­ 
cept liquor shipments for the Indian 
Territory, may carry the case to the 
United States supreme court. 
The 
liquor men throughout this section of 
the country are backing the Freidman 
company, although no notice has at 
yet been given. 
The decision of the court of ap­ 
peals, should it stand, will prohibit 
the shipping of liquor into this dis­ 
trict for about sixteen years, as a 
federal law w’as enacted at the time 
of the admission of Oklahoma as a 
state which prohibited the shipping 
of liquor into the Indian Territory 
for a period ot twenty years.

has been much trouble over the en­ 
forcement of this law', as the federal 
laws and the laws of the state of 
Oklahoma have been at variance and 
there have been many reversed deci- 
sions. The railways and express com­ 
panies’ agents in Oklahoma have ex­ 
perienced a great deal of diláculty 
through the shipments of liquor.
